Act Approved June 7, 1832. 

Congress by this act provided “That each of the surviving offi¬ 
cers, non-commissioned officers, musicians, soldiers, and Indian 
spies, who shall have served in the Continental Line, or State 
Line, volunteers, or militia, at one or more terms, a period of tv:o 
years, during the War of the Revolution, and who are not entitled 
to any benefit under the act for the relief of certain survivors 
and soldiers of the Revolution, passed May 15, 1828, be authorized 
to receive a pension proportional to length of time served, but 
no pension should be granted to any one having served less than 
six months. How unjust this was, will appear when it is known 
that much of the most meritorious service w'as rendered, and 
fiercest battles of the war waged, by four and six months’ men.

Act Approved July 4, 1836. 


It was declared in this act, “That if any person who served in 
the War of the Revolution, in the manner specified in the act 
passed June 7, 1832, have died, leaving a widow whose marriage 
took place before the expiration of the last period of his service, 
such widow shall he entitled to receive, during the time she may 
remain unmarried, the annuity or pension which might have been 
allowed to her husband, by virtue of the act aforesaid, if living at 
the time it was passed. A widow vvho, on her own application, 
has been divorced from her husband, has no claim to a pension. 
All persons applying for pensions under this act, must prove that 
their parents were legally married.” The marriage of a widow 
does not destroy her claim to pension under this act, provi 
she was a widow a second time on the day of its passage.

could receive no pension, for all the pension laws require that the 
soldier “shall be living at the date of the passage of the law.” 

Act Approved Makoh 18, 1818. 

This Act of (\»ngross provided that every eominlissioned officer 
non -eommissioned officer, musician, and private soldier who served 
in the War of the Revolution, to the end thereof; or who served 
for a term of nine consecutive months, or longer, at any period of 
the war on Continental Establishment (no matter how many terms 
wore served, one must have been for nine months), and who was 
then or thereafter, by reason of his reduced circumstances in life, 
ami shall he in need of assistance ftom his Country for support, 
and shall have substantiated his claim to a pension in the manner 
prescribed by this Act, shall receive a pension from the United 
States. Reform the veteran could obtain a pension under this 
law he must show ( 1) that ho had served in the War of the Revo¬ 
lution to the end thereof; (2) or for a term of nine consecutive 
months, or longer at some one period of the War, pn Continental 
Establishment; (-1) must yet be a resident of the United States; 
4) and he in such destitute circumstances in life as to need the 
assistance of his countn for support. Soon after the passage 
of this Act. applications for pensions, numbering about eight thou¬ 
sand (how many from West Virginia, I do not know), had accum¬ 
ulated. This alarmed Congress to such an extent that furthei pen¬ 
sion legislation was speedily enacted.

This act authorized the Secretary of War” to restore to the 
list of pensioners the name of any person who may have b»-en or 
mny hereafter ho. stricken therefrom, if such person has here 
tofore furnished, or hereafter shall furnish, evidence that he U 
in such indigent circumstances as to be unable to support himself 
without the assistance of his country, and that, he has not dis¬ 
posed of, or transferred, his property, or any portion thereof, 
with a view to obtain a pension. After the passage of this a*-’ 
and after so many of the old soldiers had been “driven off the 
field,” the Secretary became more liberal in his opinions with 
respect to the “schedules,” and large numbers of them were by 
degrees restored to the rolls. 


Act Approved May 15, 1828. 









This act was provided without regard to any ‘‘property qualifi¬ 
cations; and being provided on the half-pay acts of the Conti¬ 
nental Congress and the Gratuity Act of May 15. 1778, no one 
e°uld claim its provisions, unless he was adjudged to be entitled 
to 00, nmutation per net of March 22, 1783. or to the gratuity 
uf eighty dollars per art of May 15.

THE GARRISON AT POINT PLEASANT, JACOB KINNISON S DECLARATION 2 

Jacob Kinnison—Pocahontas, Aug. 8, 1833. Born 1757. 

Volunteered, 1777, under Capt. Mathew Arbuekle, then living in Little 
Levels of Greenbrier. Seived the whole ten months at Point Pleasant, 
Arhuckle’s subalterns being Lt. James Gilmer and Ensign John Williams. 
Only one company there. At end of ten months the Greenbrier men were 
discharged by Gen. Hand, who came from Pittsburgh. A part of that com¬ 
pany had enlisted for three years. Shortly before applicant was discharged, 
700 men arrived at Point Pleasant under Colonels Dickenson and Skillern. 
April 15, 1779, re-entered service as Indian spy, and was expected to scour 
the country from Fort Lick on Elk River (including waters of Sleepy Creek, 
a branch of Greenbrier), to Drenna’s Fort and Little Levels. Was almost

days at a time. Discharged October 15th. 

WAR IN LOWER VIRGINIA, JOHN DAVIDSON’S DECLARATION 1 

John Davidson—Rockbridge, Aug. 8, 1832. Born in Rockbridge Oct 
29, 1757. 

Was willing to go out in spring of 1778, being liable as unmarried man, 
but was induced by mother to hire substitute, who served twelve months. 
Drafted about June 1, 1778, serving in Greenbrier. Early in July, 1778 
(1779?), served fifteen days under Capt. William Lyle driving packhorses 
loaded with flour and bacon to the troops on the frontier. Went out in 
January, 1781, under Capt. Andrew Moore, Lt. John McClung, Ensign James 
McDowell, the regiment being under Col. Bowyer. Rendezvous at Red 
House and marched to Portsmouth, where the regiment lay, except a month 
at Great Bridge. The Nansemond at Suffolk was crossed on a floating bridge. 
At Great Bridge were captured two twelve-pounder howitzers and about twelve 
prisoners. At Gum Bridge, near Dismal Swamp, there was a skirmish, Dis¬ 
charged about April lltli. Marched Aug. 7, 1781, under Capt. David Gay, 
who tried to induce him to be Orderlay Sergeant. At Richmond the company 
formed with those of Augusta a battalion. Line officers were, Colonels 
Parker and Willis, and Gen. Muhlenberg. Proceeded to Ruffin’s Ferry, thence 
to a point opposite Jamestown, 5,500 French being camped on north side.

Henry Cartmill—Botetourt, September 7, 1832. Born in Chester County, 

Pa., 1754.

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KEGLEY’S VIRGINIA FRONTIER 


Removed to Augusta, 1761. February 26, 1779, commissioned ensign 
in Botetourt. Upon a requisition for troops to go against the Indians in the 
southwest of Virginia, he marched under Capt. James Smith to Nolachucky 
river, being joined on the way by Capt. James Barnett’s Company from 
Roanoke. At Nolachucky about 400 men were found under command of Col. 
William Campbell. By a council of war it was determined not to pursue any 
further. Returned after an absence of over three months, the distance to the 
Nolachucky being about 350 miles. Commissioned Lieutenant April 14, 1781. 
Called into service and was at Yorktown during the whole siege, being under 
the command of Capt. James Smith. After the surrender he guarded prisoners 
for some distance beyond Williamsburg, when there being more force than was 
thought necessary he was permitted to return home. At the ieport that Don- 
ally’s Fort in Greenbrier was attacked, he went as ensign under Capt. Hugh 
Logan to the relief of the settlers, but they were met by Capt. Hall, who told 
them the Indians had retired. At another time he ranged the mountains be¬ 
tween F incastle and Sweet .Springs in search of Indians. Himself and many 
others assembled at the lead mines in Wythe to meet Col. Ferguson who was 
said to be advancing from the Carolinas with a large force of tories. After 
going as far as Stone House in Botetourt, they were stopped by Col. Skillern, 
commanding the Botetourt militia, until more men could be collected. News 
reaching them that the tories were dispersed, they returned home.
